Tex t, "I am no t ashamed o f the g o spel 
| o f Christ.” -R o m an s I. 1C. 
Who’s the speaker? 
Often value of 
| a thing depends on who said it. 
The 
j man behind the message may be as 
| important as the man behind the gun. 
I These words have been shot around 
j the world and across nineteen centu- 
; rles. 
Who said them? 
Paul. 
And he 
was a Jew , with intense Jew ish preju 
[ dices. 
His God bad been a God of the 
Jews only . 
When Paul became an 
apostle to the gentiles he had to step 
I up on his own dead self to become 
tall enough to look over those preju 
dices. 
As the Roman had a genius for 
government, the Greek for culture, so 
the Jew had for religion. 
Paul was 
well q ualified by birth, ancestry and 
training to ex press an opinion. 
This 
was a brave confession, for he was 
writing to the Romans. 
Rome was 
world’s 
metropolis, 
center 
of 
pow ­ 
er. mistress of the sea. victor of a 
thousand campaigns. 
Iler whole ca­ 
reer was the march of the conq ueror. 
Christianity was despised. 
In a na ­ 
tion of warriors it said. ‘‘Blessed are 
the peacemakers!”

I do not believe there is any false re 
Hid011 in the world whose adherents 


j are not proud of it. 
The only religion 
I of which I have ever heard that men

Take any freak religious any - 
where or any odd form of Christianity 
I and the devotees are crazily anx ious 
to tell their religion. 
I never met a 
Chinaman who wasn’t proud of being 
a Confucian nor a Buddhist of Bud 
hlsm. 
The Mohammedan will drop on 
his pray ing m at before hundreds an­ 
nouncing there is no God but Allah 
and Mahomet is his prophet.

many times I have found men ashamed 
to acknowledge the gospel of Christ, 
the only religion in the world that 
gives power over sin.

KITCHEN COMFORTS. 


The kitchen is often the last room 
in the house to plan 
for or 
eq uip, 
when it should be the first considera- 
tion, for it is here that the large m a­ 
jority of women spend the greatest 
part of their time. 
When it Is possible to have 
the 
things we want, if our tastes are sim ­ 
ple, a painted wall Is good, for it can 
be cleaned and kept sanitary . 
A small-sized kitchen is the model 
these day s. 
We have graduated from 
the idea of the ancient kitchen, w here 
one walked a day ’s journey getting the 
three meals a day . 
A kitchen cabinet holding 
all the 
necessary cooking m aterials; a zinc- 
covered table, a good, well-placed sink 
high enough to wash dishes in without 
stooping (one may have words with 
the plumber before y ou get 
it high 
enough if y ou are an average woman 
in height, for they seem to have a 
deep-seated desire to place all sinks 
the sam e height, regardless of the 
woman who has it to use), and a sink- 
draining board at the end, are all ne­ 
cessities. 
One interesting housewife has a pic­ 
ture hung in her kitchen wall th a t is 
an inspiration to her. 
W hen washing 
dishes she can enjoy its beauties and 
its presence is a constant uplift. 


We have passed th e day of back­ 
breaking iron kettles and the kitchen 
utensils may be as artistic in coloring 
as one’s taste desires. 
A small rocking chair is a great ad­ 
dition to the kitchen comfort« , for one 
may often drop into it for a moment 
when waiting for a cake to be baked, 
or while preparing fruit or vegeta­ 
bles. 
Linoleum on a soft wood floor is the 
easiest on th e feet for a floor, and 
it is so easily kept clean. 
The floor 
should harmonize with the wall color, 
but be darker. 
W hen ironing, place a folded rag un­ 
der the feet and notice how much 
less tiring th e day ’s work will be. 
When we spend a little more time 
in planning and furnishing our kitch­ 
ens and the maid’s bedroom, we will 
perhaps have reduced 
the 
servant 
problem a little tow ards 
its 
lowest 
terms.

est Hour possible, would “ p rogress! 
hackxvard,” or that white Hour, a f te r 
all these y e a r s of intelligent and c a r e ­ 
ful effort to produce it, should lack i 
the 
mo st essential 
quality of 
the! 
wheat berry. 
This ridieulofs hyp o­ 
thesis is an insult to human intelli­ 
gence as xvell u> fiat denial of a b s o­ 
lutely irrefutable scientific analysis, 
which p roves white flour infinitely 
sup erior to its p redecessor, the p r o ­ 
duct olj crude milling methods, in 
every attribute necessary to the ideal 
human food.

bread. 
This has been exploded over 
and over again.

Finally, the article adduces c e r ­ 
tain obscure and uncertain Hungarian 
health statistics to p rove th a t the 
people of that country are the most 
robust and long-lived n the world, 
p lacing the credit for this, again, to 
black bread and only incidentally to 
fermented milk, exercise, simple h a b ­ 
its and fresh nr. 
This conclusion is 
very amusing taken 
in 
connection 
with the fact, that H ungary was the 
p ioneer in 
the modern 
method of 
Hour-making and the whiteness of its 
p roduct is world-famous. 
The result of basing an article like 
this on a series of irresjionsihle new s­ 
p ap e r clippings and vague, unveri­ 
fied scrap book information, wholly 
obsolete and already dem onstrated

malign 
white flour, 
thereby sp reading susp icion against 
the best as well as the cheap est food 
p roduct in existence and accusing the 
miller of being both ignorant o f his 
trad e and negligent of his duty to his 
fellow-men.
